Well, we are coming to the end of another calendar 
year and what usually is “the season to be jolly”. I 
believe this will be hard to do for many following the 
disaster of 11 September and the already downward 
changes in the economy. 


This time of year is also when some ardent collectors 
return to their collections, after the long days of sum- 
mer respite, and the advent of major philatelic 
shows. To some, it is the time to reflect on the past 
year and, for me, that includes philately. 


What is happening to our hobby? 


In preparing this issue I chanced to go back through 
some clippings I had put aside for future reference. I 
note that Linn’s Stamp News used to periodically pub- 
lish a “Souvenir Card Guide”. No longer! With the 
end of the ABNCo products, the cancellation of the 
USPS card program, and the cutback in output from 
the BEP, I guess they determined there wasn’t 
enough interest to warrant the space for the column. 


But, speaking of Linn’s, their 12 November 2001 edi- 
torial page headlined: “Times are tough: stamp pub- 
lications down.” Editor Michael Laurence listed the 
“ Average annual paid circulation” for five philatelic 
publications for the last five years (I show two): 


1997 2001 
Linn’s 65,970 55,449 
American Philatelist 54,044 50,514 
Scott Stamp Monthly 25,060 28,465 
Stamp Collector 17,664 15,143 
Mekeel’s & Stamps 8,159 6,034 
Totals 170,897 155,605 


As can be readily seen, the only one to increase over 
that time period was Scott Stamp Monthly, probably 
due to their marketing of discounts on their products 
to subscribers. 


Editor Laurence sites steeply rising postage costs 
resulting in increased subscription rates, as the pub- 
lishers are not eligible for the deep sorting discounts 
“available to mass publications and junk mail. 
Linn’s, for instance, with the largest circulation of all 
stamp publications, still has many fewer subscribers 
than the nation has zip codes.”

Well what about the SCCS and souvenir cards? 


In the last issue I recorded member number “2001”, 
which I guess is appropriate for this year. But we 
don’t have that size of a membership! It probably 
numbers about 20% of that number with members 
passing away or dropping out. Why? Money? 
Apathy? Disgust? Any ideas? 


The primary source venue we have left is the BEP. 
This year, the “Untitled Card” program seemed to 
me to be pretty much of a disaster. They were limit- 
ed in number produced, could not be ordered in 
advance, and, apparently, quickly sold out. 


The BEP seems to be going that way again for 2002 
(as you will see by the report on page 9). I don’t have 
any concern that there are more numismatic cards 
than there are philatelic ones, other than the fact that 
some of us started out as philatelists and the numis- 
matic cards don’t usually find their way to stamp 
shows! This obviously limits one potential source of 
new members /collectors. From the financial side, no 
new collectors means no one to eventually sell your 
cards to when you want or need to do so! 


There is also the problem of other “limited edition” 
cards (e.g., the card shown on page 4 and discussed 
on page 3). For those members who want/need to 
have everything, issues such as this have got to be 
initially frustrating and eventually, presumably 
expensive to obtain. 


This is something akin to the ABNCo final issues 
which were very limited and comparatively expen- 
sive. Some members, myself included, were “put 
off” by the tactic and did not “swim in”. Now we 
have “holes” in our collections. I’ll survive them. 


So where do we go from here? 
) 

Starting on page 31 of this issue is my humble effort 
to start to straighten out the SCCS Numbering 
System and, hopefully, produce an accurate and 
informative catalog. Since the beginning of 1993, 
when I first took over the reins from Robin Ellis, as 
editor of this journal, I have tried to show souvenir 
cards in their actual size. I don’t think this is neces- 
sary for a catalog, but I do believe that an “illustra- 
tion is worth a 1,000 words.” Consequently, after I 
establish an agreeable numbering, I will look for 
illustrations missing from my own collection. I do 
not have every card!

PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE

What a difference a couple of weeks make. I wrote 
my last president’s page on August 29. Two weeks 
later our world was dramatically changed by the 
events of 9/11. We have all been affected by it and as 
we have lost our sense of security and we face a new 
world with dramatically changing priorities. In the 
weeks since 9/11 I have seen changes in myself. I 
look at things like family and country with a greater 
urgency as I realize what is important and what is 
not. I find little interest in sports events and I have 
had long periods where I did not feel like doing any- 
thing. 


Some of you know that my perspective of the 9/11 
events is quite unique. You see I worked in the 
World Trade Center. I was at my desk on the 92nd 
floor of the South Tower when the first plane struck 
the North Tower. Through a series of circumstances 
I was able to escape the building before the second 
plane hit. I escaped with some minor physical injury 
and have had to reconcile why I was so lucky and 
176 of my fellow employees perished. People I sat 
next to and talked to that morning did not survive. 
So as I said my perception was directly assaulted that 
horrible day. 


In the weeks that passed I sat there watching the TV 
as I waited for a new place to got to work. I found it 
hard to concentrate and was totally occupied by the 
events of 9/11. I attended memorials and group grief 
sessions as we tried to cope with the enormity of the 
event. I found some respite as my Yankees made 
another run for the World Series. But this was a dis- 
traction and a momentary relief from the events of 
the day. 


I went back to work and never felt comfortable as | 
rode the subway or walked through the streets full of 
police and National Guard. Then the anthrax inci- 


dents started to dominate the press. | remember the 
Sunday that I went to the services of a fellow 
employee and sat down in my car to hear that we 
started our bombing of Afghanistan. I was worried if 
I could get home safely before they closed the 
bridges for security reasons. 


Slowly Ihave regained my life. lam back at work full 
time. The premises is not as nice, the staff is vastly 
different because of our losses. Not everyone is able 
to go back to working in the city. For many the com- 
mute has become a nightmare because of the new 
location and the damage to the infrastructure of New 
York’s public transportation. 


Gradually I have healed, and I knew things were 
returning to normal when I started cursing other dri- 
vers, or honked impatiently at a light when they 
failed to move quickly. 


But the moment of truth was when I sat down to 
work on my collection. The hours flew and I enjoyed 
myself. My collection that is a reflection of a lifetime 
of collecting was one of the stable things that I could 
connect with and forget about the events of the time. 
Once again I appreciated my hobby and the pleasure 
it brings and the relaxation it provides. It is an 
important part of my life and I suspect it is an impor- 
tant part of yours. 


Therefore, as we reach the end of this tumultuous 
year, I request that you renew you membership and 
pay your dues. Stick with us for another year, enjoy 
your hobby, and escape the problems around us. 


Special thanks to the active members of our society; 
we could not succeed without you. I wish you all a 
Happy Holiday and I wish us all a Happy and 
Healthy and Peaceful New Year.

One of the pastimes of many of us card collectors is 
going to antique dealers or used bookstores to search 
for old engravings. Sometimes, I’m rewarded by 
finding cards linked to my other hobby, genealogy. 
The illustration (opposite page) is of Mrs. John Jay, 
born Sarah Van Brugh Livingston (1756-1802). It is 
based on a painting by Alonso Chappel and was 
engraved for Johnson, Wilson & Co., Publishers, 
New York. 


She is descended from my seventh great-grandfather 
Robert L. Livingston (1664-1728). He was a land 
agent in the New York colony and acquired thou- 
sands of acres along the Hudson River including the 
estate known as Clermont. Robert had two grand- 
sons who were signers of the Declaration of 
Independence. They were Phillip “the signer” (1716- 
1778) who represented New Jersey and Robert R. 
“the Chancellor” (1776-1813) who represented New 
York and served on the committee to write the dec- 
laration with Roger Sherman, Benjamin Franklin, 
and Thomas Jefferson. 


Another Livingston grandson was William (1723-

she married John Jay (1745-1780) the future first 
Chief Justice of the Supreme Court. He served over 
nine months (1778-9) as President of the Continental 
Congress. He later was the U. S. ambassador to both 
Spain and France. Sarah was 11 years his junior, but 
their marriage was a love match said to rival only 
that of John and Abigail Adams among the Founding 
Fathers. She accompanied him abroad and was 
known affectionately as “Sally.” 


In the immediate postwar period, Sarah was 
acknowledged as queen of New York City society. 
On her exclusive invitational guest list was the cream 
of society including a dozen Livingston cousins who 
were scions of New York aristocracy. As the new 
U.S. Constitution was being debated among the 
states, her husband John Jay participated with 
Alexander Hamilton and James Madison in writing a 
series of essays later known as The Federalist Papers. 
Both Hamilton and Madison married another two of 
my cousins, a daughter of General Peter Schuyler 
and Dolley Payne, but that’s a tale for another article. 


I know that these are not security engravings within 
the regular bounds of our hobby, but I consider them 
allied forerunner material. The beauty and the 
artistry of this engraving cannot be denied. Compare 
it with those of Jay and Sarah (below) from contem- 
porary paintings. As an American history teacher, 
this gives me personal contact with my subject. 
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SOME NOTES ON BEP SOUVENIR CARDS 


This article deals with last year’s BEP 2000 Souvenir 
Card program. The BEP’s infinite wisdom decided to 
celebrate the new century with a card for each month 
of the United States most outstanding accomplish- 
ment over the past 100 years or for each decade since 
1900. This seemed like a good idea when the project 
was conceived, but the subjects didn’t capture the 
buying public’s taste. 


The BEP had their slowest amount of sales with the 
12 souvenir cards, probably since the souvenir card 


beginnings in 1969. 


The BEP has continued to use the same cream color 
card stock for the last five years for their souvenir 
cards. The BEP must have bought 10 million pounds 
of cream colored card stock from an Ebay auction. 
The only reason why I would mention the cream 
color card stock is the the images on the 2000 cards 
get lost or are muted on the souvenir card without 
any color on the card. Most of the landscape scenes 
on the 2000 cards either had a flat look and the image 
just didn’t jump off the paper and look that impres- 
sive of past BEP steel-engraved items. 


After I first viewed the January 2000 card (reduced, 
below) from the BEP press release, my first thought 
was how could this year’s card be enhanced to our 
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John Parker (1546) 


souvenir cards membership. The cards were not that 
expensive at $5.00 each, but multiply that number 
by 12 cards and it got to be the largest offering by the 
BEP,ever since 1969. 


The number of souvenir card members who collect 
show canceled cards has dwindled from over 300 to 
less than 75 produced for each BEP show. 


I discussed the 2000 year program with several major 
secondary market makers about the 12 card pro- 
gram. Most of the dealers just wanted to do show 
cancels for the monthly cards whenever the BEP 
attended and offered the cards at a show or conven- 
tion which they attended. 


Art Benjamin, our president, decided that the hard 
core members would like to get an FDOI cancel for 
the Washington, DC post office. I believe that Art 
had 17 or 18 members whom accepted this offer. 


I was able to convince several dealer and just a few 
members to collect dual canceled cards. The first can- 
cel was from Washington, DC on the first day that 
they were available from the public [usually the first 
day of the month]. I got a personal friend of the BEP 
to take off a half of day of work, to buy the cards and 
go to the local post office and cancel the cards with 
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| The March, June and October 
annie ce ee 2000 intaglios (reduced) with 
thematic stamps and cancels. 
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thematic stamps related to the image on that month’s 
souvenir card. A lot of time and effort went into 
pulling this feat off. Once that step was completed 
then part two had to fall in place. The other portion 
of the dual cancel card had to be completed, if the 
BEP attend a numismatic or stamp show I had to pay 
someone to get those cards canceled or either mail 
off the cards to a post office that had a post office 
cancel to correspond with the image on the card. 
With everybody’s help, I did enlist over a dozen dif- 
ferent people to pull off the aggressive 2000 BEP sou- 
venir card. Lucky for me I didn’t lose or make any

Several publications have identified the portrait as “Onepapa.” The Bureau of American Ethnology, Smithsonian 
institution, attributes this to a typographical error for “Oncpapa,” the tribe of Sioux to which Running Antelope 
belonged. This is the only issue of United States paper money for which an Indian was selected as the central 
feature. 


A photograph, taken in 1872 by Alexander Gardner, which is on file at the Smithsonian Institution, 
was used as a model for the portrait. The only difference between the photograph and the engraved portrait 
is the war bonnet which was added by the Bureau’s modeler. G. F. C. Smillie engraved the portrait in 1899.

JOINT STAMP ISSUES

In 1983, the United States and Germany both issued 
stamps commemorating the 300th Anniversary of 
German immigration to the United States. Both 
stamps were reproduced on this souvenir card with 
text in both German and English. The stamps picture 
the sailing ship Concord on which 13 families from 
Krefeld in North-Rhine Westphalia left Germany in 
search of religious freedom. They settled in 
Germantown which is now part of Philadelphia.

The United States Postal Service and the Postal Administration of 
the Federal Republic of Germany are commemorating the 
tricentennial of German immigration to the United States by the 
joint issuance of postage stamps featuring the Concord. 


In 1683, the Concord sailed from London, carrying 13 families 
making their way to the New World from Krefeld, which is now in 
North-Rhine Westphalia, in search of religious freedom, The 
immigrants sailed on July 24, 1683, and landed in Philadelphia 
on October 6, 1683. They purchased land in Pennsylvania to 
build the community of Germantown, which today is part of 
Philadelphia. 


The issuance of these stamps salutes the courage, stamina and 
motivation of those first immigrants and all who followed in their 
footsteps. Both the U.S. and German stamps were designed by 
Richard Schlecht of Arlington, Virginia, who is an American of 
German descent. Since a picture of the Concord was not available, 
his design is based upon written descriptions of the ship.

In preparing this current article, | have reviewed my 
previous thoughts on the subject and have come to 
the following conclusions, based on several factors, 
primarily the lack of response from the membership. 
The only member that has responded with an offer to 
help has been Dick Moore, who was, along with 
Steve Goceliak, primarily responsible for the pro- 
duction of the illustrated catalog of the Metro 
Chapter Four souvenir cards. My conclusions are as 
follows: 


(1) A separate catalog does NOT seem to be support- 
ed by the membership. The time and energy for me 
to produce it, obviously, would take away from the 
time to produce this Journal. Dr. Curt Radford’s 
1989 catalogue replaced an entire year of issues of 
this Journal. I believe that absence in communication 
and contact resulted in a loss of membership. 
Consequently, I am planning to incorporate a catalog 
within a portion of each forthcoming issue, the size 
of which has yet to be determined. 


(2) In that regard, incorporating such a catalog in the 
center of an issue as a “pull-out” exercise—not 
unlike the Playboy “bunnies”, with staple holes in 
their belly buttons, that I remember in my youth—I 
think the result would be a “destroyed” issue for 
those who keep back copies for reference purposes. 
Therefore, my current intention is to place the mate- 
rial in the back of an issue following the auction. 


(3) Incorporation into the Journal, would allow for 
expansion/contraction depending on the quantity of 
article input, without any interruption of timely pro- 
duction. It would not require separate production 
costs. Members who wished to have a consolidated 
catalog, i.e., in one handy place, could simply photo- 
copy the pages and, should they so desire, three-hole 
punch them for a ring binder. This would also allow 
for frequent updates once the catalog is completed 
for the known existing cards. 


(4) What is a catalog? For me, the primary purpose is 
to provide a means of identification. This is very 
hard to do with words alone, so it will be necessary 
to provide illustrations of the cards. Metro’s catalog

uses full-size illustrations, as do | when showing 
recently issued cards in this Journal. The problem 
with that in a catalog is the amount of space required 
to accommodate the illustrations. This is compound- 
ed for me by the simple fact that I do not possess all 
the cards that exist. I would like to show MINT 
copies of the cards—unless there are some that only 
exist canceled—in a reduced but usable format. 





(5) What to include? I would suggest a starting point 
being a list of the basic known cards, i.e., BEP, PS, 
SO, and National and Chapter issues. (My initial 
thought of renumbering the “SO” cards has been 
modified as there appear to be no more being 
issued.) Cards from other sources, e.g., FMA, IPPU, 
etc. would require further research, i.e., a basic list 
that members might add to. I have asked John 
Parker and Lee Quast (ASC) for a list of what they 
have produced cards, most if not all of which were 
printed by Mike Bean, who, I suspect, is also the 
printer of some (all?) of the FMA issues. 


Dr. Radford listed quantities issued, canceled, etc., 
and included a valuation. How is “value” to be 
determined and is it necessary? Scott “values” are 
usually arbitrarily “discounted” (usually 50%) by 
dealers/collectors with the result being whether one 
is buying or selling. The true “value” of an item is 
what someone will pay. or be paid. for it. Beyond Dr. 
Radford’s “quantities”, I myself have little informa- 
tion on production, sales, and/or destruction figures 
to add, although some BEP quantities have been pre- 
viously published in this Journal. 


(6) Numbering. I do not plan to change the PS, B, and 
SO numbers, although there are a couple from the 
1989 catalog that I choose not to include, e.g., some of 
the overprinted cards of the Milwaukee Philatelic 
Society and those cut-down by the ANA or others. 
The numbers of the National and Chapter cards are 
to be changed, with Metro’s cards following their 
new numbering system. (That system includes num- 
bers for “officially” produced canceled cards.) What 
needs to be reviewed is the so-called “Forerunner” 
designation. I believe this was originally established 
to allow for “finds” as they occurred, which is diffi- 
cult once a numerical system is established. 


I collect chronologically and the listings that follow 
are based on that. As can readily be seen, some of the 
resultant numbers are “out of order” based on when 
the cards were originally incorporated into the 
“SCCS system.”
